FIRST RADIO ON EAST BEACH 


In 1922 East Beach, the fishérman's name for Pahokee and 
Canal Point, was growing as rapidly and as haphazardly as an 
oil boom town. Unlike many other Everglades settlements, it 
was not backed by a land company, but it was not long in ac- 
quiring a promoter, a self appointed one, in the person of Guy 
Stovall. He had come to sell homelight plants, but remained to 
become a one man chamber of commerce. A newspaper, he felt, 
was essential, but since he had neither printing press, type- 


writer nor money: getting one established required considerable | 


ingenuity. First he crossed the lake and arranged with Andy 
Carter, who published the Moore Haven Times. 
of hundred copies of each issue of the Times, Andy was to re- 
move one column of "boiler plate" and insert Stovall's booster 
news, then the heading on these copies would be changed to 


"East Beach News" and they were to be shipped on the mail, 


boat to Pahokee, For an office, he had meanwhile rented a 
front room in the building across the street from the present 
Ford Garage. Paul Mansfield had stood good for the rent, Tolly 
Yourigblood agreed to transcribe the notes, and B. Elliott had a 
typewriter, so they became the staff of the publication. Accord- 
ing to Howard Sharp's account, finding news was less difficult 
than obtaining cash subscriptions to pay for it. The obstacle, 
Guy, with his customary ingenuity, characteristically overcame. 

By a fortuitous circumstance, Guy's office was in the same 
building as Boas Levins’ meat market, from the back room of 
which was dispensed genuine custard apple shine. A window 
with a sliding panel connected this room with the newspaper. 
office. Upon receiving &-subscriber's $2.00 payment, Guy would 
place a quarter on the window sill and rap three times. The 
panel would open and a two handled jug would appear. After 
the customer had raised the jug and gurgled twice, the jug was 
snatched away and the panel firmly closed. Guy referred to this 
procedure as 

The lake farmers at this period were completely out of con- 
tact with the condition of the vegetable markets, and were at 
the mercy of the buyers, who did not fail to take advantage of 
the situation, It occurred to Promoter Stovall that since there 
was no telegraph, maybe a radio might be used to receive the 
daily market reports. Accordingly he journeyed to Tamp: 
found a radio receiving set for sale for only $250.00 and en- 
thustically agreed to take it and pay for it — later 

Upon returning to Pahokee he convinced the principal farm- 
ers that he could now keep them in daily contact with the north- 
ern markets, and furnish some musical entertainment as well 
With these convincing arguments he sold stock to eight or ten 
of them and collected $780.00 in cash 
the radio: a complicated contrivance of dials, knobs, mysteriou. 
tubes, bulbs and wires. With its several large batterie: 
phones and an amplifying horn it monopolized a considerable 
part of the small room. To B. Elliott, the official mechanic of 
East Beach, was delegated the baffling task of making the con- 
founded thing operate. B had never seen a radio in his life and 
Guy’s initial instructions were of little help. In strictest privacy 
the two of them sweated day and night, but all they could get 
was static. A few times, at night, a program fróm Nashville, 
‘Tennessee could be faintly detected. By one pretext and another 
Guy prevented his stockholders from learning the true situation. 
Meanwhile, word had spread that Guy Stovall had a radio, From 
Bacom's Point to Utopia the interest was intense, and likewise, 
the stockholders were indicating extreme impatience. It w: 
evident that something would have to be done, so in desperation, 
Guy announced that on the following Saturday night there would 
be a public demonstration of the miracle machine. All that 
afternoon the boats arrived from up and down the eastern shore, 
filled with fishermen and farmers, many of them bringing their 
womenfolks and children that none might miss this unique ex- 
perience. The stockholders, being privileged persons, were in- 
stalled in chairs outside the office window, for this building, like 
so many stores of that time, was elevated a couple of feet from 
the ground and had a wide porch across the front. Fishermen 
and farmers surged and crowded in the dusty street. With his 
customary loquaciousnss. Guy endeavored to entertain the 
spectators while B desperately twisted dials and tightened con- 
tacts, but without avail. 
uy ducked inside for a consultation. "How are you doing, 
he"whispered, "can you get anything out of it, do you think?" 
“Not a thing! I can't even get Nashville! Guy, we are going 
to have to do something, and do it quick. That mob outside 
is getting mighty impatient. Bgas, back here, is doing a land 
office business.

The wheels of Florida's eco- 
nomic machinery turned more 
rapidly last year than in 1955, 

All principal economic indi- 
cators in 1956 stood at a higher 
level than in the previous year, 
although rates of gains in the 
majority of instances were not 
as large, the Florida “State 
Chamber of Commerce report- 
ed yesterday. 

Factors measuring the state"; 
strides, with the 1955 to 1956 
gains, are itemized in this 
week's business review of the 
State Chamber's research and 
industrial division. Retail sales 
were estimated 15 per cent 
higher; non-farm employment 
|was up 10 per cent; 17 per cent 
more electricity was generated 
and the state's fesident popu- 
[lation was more by § per cent. 
Each of these increases were 
greater than in the 1954-1955 
period. 

The following items, though 
growing significantly, 


unofficially, showed a 1955 to 
1956 gain of 10 per cent; gross 
farm income was up 8 per cent; 
bank debits in seven financial 
centers were 15 per cent more; 
department store sales gained 
9 per cent; sales tax collections 
stood 15 per cent higher; 11 per. 
cent more gasoline was sold and. 
12 per cent more money was 
spent for construction of all 
types.
